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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant points to cited sections in the 
references but does not address the claim mappings presented in the Action. Specifically, Applicant merely states that cited sections do 
not disclose the claimed funcitonality but does no discuss why Blumeneau's port adapter and its stored virtual port mapping table fail to 
correspond to claimed agent and table, respectively. Additionally, Applicant further asserts that the references do not disclose a controller 
but fails to specifically discuss why Blumeneau's storage volume, which is coupled to the port adaptor, fails to correspond to claimed 
controller despite the storage volume storing a copy of the table which serves as back-up to the primary table within the port adaptor. 
Back-up tables are well known in the art, and their primary function is to replace lost entries in the primary table (serve as backup). This 
functionality seems inherent in all back-up tables and was the basis for Examiner's use of inherency. Based on the preceding remarks, 
the claim rejections are maintained and prosecution is closed. Applicant's arguments will be more fully addressed at the time of filing of a 
continuation or appeal. 
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
